it may rightly bee ſtiled and called 

Exzchias —— in which for

ſuccinctly obſerue, and proſecute theſe remarkeable 
circumſtances: Furſt, the ſubiects of this humiliatiom,

Secondly, in Ecæbiabs caſtigation; a demonſtration of 
Gods iuſt and ſtrict ſeuerity. 

Thirdly, in his humiliation, the force and fruit of Gods 
ali-fauing grace. 

Fourthly, in the remouall of his rod, vpon his renued 
repentance, 2 plaine and perſpicuous argument of Gods 
all- ſauing mercy, 

To inlarge euery one of theſe a little more perſpicuoully.

<1 Irft, I ſay, in Ezehiab we haue a preſident 
of mans [inning miſery : euery man 
in his Glaſſe, may ſee, and perceiue 
himſclfe, his owneeſtate, what he is, 
what his power and ability is in him 
ſelſe, from himſelſe, without a ſuperi- 
or continuall eye of grace watching 
ouer him, hand of grace corroborating and ſtrengthning 
him:alas what is the beſt man liuing, if the Lord leaue him 
to himſelt, neuer ſo little, in a tryall of temptation from Sa- 
tan, as he did Dauid, when in the pride of his heatt hee 
{ 2 Sam.14.1, numbred his people I: or ina tryall of probation from 
1 Chr. 2 1. 1.2. himfelfe, as he did Ezeksah, when in the like pride, in a 
vaine oſtentation be ſnewed his Treaſures to the Ambal- 
” 2 Chr. 3. ſadors of the King of Babell u: oh what can the beſt man 
doe, though regenerated by the Spirit, ſanctified by 
grace, renued according to the heauenly Image, caſt in 2 
new mould, made a new creature, adorned with the beſt 


jewels of ſanctified graces , but in ſuch ſpirituall deſer- 
tions 
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tions fora time left to Sathans winnowing, and to the 
corruptions of his owne heart yeclding, to his trecherous

Oh thus it was with him, thus it is with vs; thas with Appicatian. 
moſt of vs, with beſt of vs, yea euen generally with all of 
Vs (ſo farre as corruption and our carnall vnregenerate 
part preuailes, as it preuailes in many too farxe) in our ad- 
verſity, we ſeeke the Lord, in the preſſures of pouerty, 
penury, vpon our eſtates : ſickneiſe, aches, paines, diſea- 
les, vpon our bodies: Infamy, ſcandall, reproach, vpon 
our names: horror ypon our ſoules, terror ypon our con- 
ſciences : we perhaps pretle hard to the Lord by prayer, 
petition, ſupplication : wee wraſtle with him, as © 7acob, © Oſe. 12. 4. 
to blefle vs; wee cry to him as the Diſciples in the toſſed 11.1.5, 24. 
(hip 3 as Peter walking on the _ ready to ſincke; eMac, 1429,30 
or 


The banghty heart hambled : or, 
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or inuironed with our enemies by ſea or land, beſet with 
horſe and foot, as Dauid once by f Saul, hunted and pur- 
ſued by our enemies, as the Partridge by the Hawke ; in 
perill by the fury and force of any of the creatures, ani- 
mate or inanimate, Fire, Water, Wolues, Dogges, Beares, 
Lyons: wee cry out as /choſaphar did in the — when 
the Archers ſhot at hims, and put him in perill: yea, in 
ſickneſſe chiefly, and che ſummons of death, wee curne 
our {clues re the wall and weepe, we waſh our beds with 
teares, as Dawid® ; wee make perhaps many faire hights 
and vowes, and promiſes to God, of reformation of much 
amiſſe, mortification of many luſts, ſtricter life and con- 
uerſation, vpon our reſtitution to health, which we indent 
with God: we confeſſe any thing, as men on the Racke, 
in the tortures of conſcience, wee will ſuffer any launcin 

for the healing of ſinnes wounds, for the aſſwaging 5 
their rage; wee will couenant and promiſe any thing, as 
Schoole-boyes vnder their Maſters Ferula: when alas, 
when the Lord eaſeth our ſhoulders from our burthens, 
which we caſt vpon him: when the God of Jacob delivers 
vs out of croubles : when he — — vs out of the ſtockes, 
and ſets vs at liberty: puls the ſtrait ſhooe off our foot, 
takes vs off the Rackes, leaues ſmiting and ſcourging vs, 
ſee mes to burne our rods as it were before our faces, turns 
our ſtormes into calmes : Alas, then wee forget him, as 
ſome man doth his friend, that hath done him moſt good 
in his need, perhaps ſaued him from the Gallowes : wee 
remember the Lords kindneſſes as fooles and children 
remember good turnes: or as the Ocfirich remembers 
her egges, buried in the ſand : Our promiſes wee keepe 
wich Ged,as the perfidious Carthaginians and lying Cre- 
rians i with men, as the banquerout his word, Bill, or 
Bond with his creditor ; our vowes in ſickneſſe proue 
ſtill languiſhing and ſicke yowes, vnperformed, euen in 
our beſt health: our deuotions are as hot as ſome ſea mens, 
who pray aloud and cry out as Jones Marriners * in the 
: ſtorme, 
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ftorme, and are Reuben- like ! as light as water in exceſſe of 8 


rior ypon the land: when the Lord turnes our ſickneſſe 
into healch, our paine into eaſe, our perturbations into 
pleaſures, our pouerty into plenty, our daingers into de- 
lights, &c. we then turne praying into playing, faſting 
into feafting , mourning into mulicke , ſorrow into carnall 
ſolace: yea euenthe grace of God, many of vs, into wan- 
tonneſle: at leaſt we are too forgetfull of God, and of our 
ſelues, as wete the Iſtaelites. who (as you may ſee through- 
out the whole booke® of Judges) when they were in af- 
fliction, oppreſſed by the Midianices, Ammonites, Phili- 
ſtins, Canaanites, they continually cryed vntothe Lord, 
and were in ourward ſhew exceedingly humbled ; but 
when the rod was off their backe, when vpon their ſeek- 
ing to God, (though with a diſſembling and double hart) 
the Lord ſent them deliuerance, and deliuerers: Othoniel, 
Gideon, Iphtah, Tolah, Sampſon, and other victorious and 
valiant men, to defend and deliuer them in warre, and ce 
iudge them in peace: according to the ancient wont of 
their Fathers, they forgat God, forſooke his lawes, reuol- 
ted from his couenant, ranne with as faſt a contrary bias 
to their idolatry as euer, committed ſinne as greedily, 
neglected Gods worſhip as careleſly,fcl into idolatryas ſu- 
perſtitiouſly, &c. Vea Dauid himſelfe. though a man after 
Gods ow ne heart, as he confeſſeth of himſeſſe, in his pro- 
ſperity ſung a requem to his ſoule, ſaid he ſhould neuer be 
remoued, and before hee was troubled went wrong u, 
though (Crax dans intellectum) in his trouble hee ſought 
the Lord diligently, yea with his whole heart: and ſure 
this is the caſe and condition of moſt of vs, we crouch and 
bow, and bend ro God, cry peccaui, intreat for fauour, 
beg as it were the Pſalme of mercy, as the fellon before 
the Judge, when we are in exigents, and dainger of exe- 
cution, and falling either into the hands of God or man: 
but if che Lord baile vs, or repriue vs, or abſolutely free 
vs, ypon our humiliation, or let vs eſcape with ſome little

No. Why fo? (and thus come 
in the ſecond, that as Oedipus diſſolues the knot, and re- 
ſolues all.) becauſe he knowes wiſely how to diſpoſe of 
ſinne (which he permits) when it is perpetrated and com- 
mitted, to his one glory, and bis childrens good, Jo 
his owne glory? how is that? either to the glory of his 
mercy in pardoning finne, as he did the ſinnes of Daw, 
Peter, Sampſon, Salomon, vpon their true and vnfained re- 
pentance, and ſatis faction of the ſcandalized Church]; ot 
to the gloty of his Juſtice, in puniſhing ſinne, firſt here in 
outward plagues ypon the body, as hee did the Sodo- 
mites *, the Ægyptians , che Philiſtims*, Herod : (econd- 
ly; in inward plagues vpon the ſoule, as he did on Cain, 
Judas, Saul: thirdly, and in eternall hereafter.

SECT. 2. 


The Saints mmch bettered by their fino. 


Econdly, even the Saints themſelues are bettered by 

their ſinnes: for if all things, according to the Apoſtles 
conſolation, a worke together for the good of thoſe that lone 
God, (as all che Planets worke together by their influence, 
tuen the malignant as well as good and benigne, for the 
bent fit of chete ſublunaries b, as all the ſimples in ſome 
compounded Phyſicke, euen bitter Aloes, as well as Ho- 
ney, worke together for the health of the Patient) then 
why not ſinne ? Sure, as an exquiſite Phyſitian or Apo- 
thecary, that out of venomous Toads, Aſpes, Nutes, 
Cicutaes, &c. extracts an Antidote againſt poyſon, and 
out of ſtinking deſpicable foot · crodden weedes, drawes 
ſome excellent and ſoueraigne waters, from their leaues 
and roots, for very vſcfull cures, in inward and outward 
diſeaſes ; ſo the wile God, euen out of the worſt, the vileſt, 
the moſt ſcandalous tranſgeſſions of his ſeruanrs, can ef- 
fet his one gracious ends, can both heale them of all 
their preſent ſores, preuent their future diſeaſes, and make 
them more hcaichfull and ſtronger then euer: yea, as ex- 
perience ſhewes in ſome, and as the Apoſtle plainly deli- 
neates in the renewed repentance of the Corinthians e, the 
Saints come out of the bed of their ſinnes, as Ecebiab out 
of his licke bed i, more humble, more holy, mote pious,

by the guidance and inſtin& of nature) to auoid what is 
preiudiciall and hurtfull vnto vs, and that is ſin, the Col- 
loquintida in our pottage, the poyſoned bullet in our fleſh, 
the 2 our marrow, the poyſon of our gra- 
ces, the deſtruction of our natures, the reproach of our 
names, and the damnation of our ſoules: ſinne, the fuell 
that kindleth the fire of Gods wrath againſt vs, (which 
vnlelle quenched with the teares of true repentance) bum 
to the very bottome of hell: ſinne, ſo abhorring to the 
nature of God, whole pure eyes cannot endure impurity, 
that he hates nothing moze: ſinne, betwixt which and 
God there is a greater contrariety and repugnancie, then 
berwixt light and darkneſſe, good and euill, the Wolfe 
and Lambe, or any other the greateſt Antipathies in 
Natures

On how 
euery creature obſerues that, on uch it hath an immedi 
ate dependance, and is able being offcaded to doe it a dil- 
pleaſure, as the horſe his rider, the oxe his driuer, the dog 
his maſter: yea wee ſec how all that are honeſt (out ei 
conſcience) or that are wiſc (out of feare) reuerence and 
reſpect thoſe to whom they haue that relation; that being 
obſerued and pleaſed they may doe them a pleaſure; ot 
being neglected in dutie, or prouoked by miſdemeanout, 
they may doe them a diſpleaſure: as all the reſpect che ſer 
wants, pages, or prentiſes giue their maſters;rerainers,and 
followers, their Lords, ſchollers their teachers, maides 
their miſtreſſes; and wiues their hus bands? yea, wee tee 
how ſeruilie and ſlauiſhly men will croucli and kneele, and 
make friends to thoſe, in whoſe dainger they are (as the 
Sidonians made Blaſtus the Chamberlane i to Herod) whole 
wrathfull diſpleaſures they fcare : and yet alas, the Lord 
God, in whom we liue, moue, and haue our being *, to 
whom we are daily Tenants at will, for our life, health, 
liberty, goods, good name, callings, functions, wiues, chil- 
dren, bodies, and ſoules, to be turned out at pleaſure, euen 
out of all, vpon our great landlords diſpleaſure; and to bee 
with that wicked vaprofitable ſeruant! caſheird, as 4 
thriftleſſe child diſinherited, as a whoriſh woman dinor- 
ced, &c. and as reprobates caſt into hell: this God chat

SECT. 3. |

nature, as branches from the root of old Adam, being no 
better in their beſt pedigrees, then children of wrath, vel 
ſels of wrath {, heires of hell, by their very naturall birthu 
left them hereditary fr6 their parents & progenitors, brit- 
ging their Charter and title to their inheritance, cuen 
trom the very wombes of their ſinning mothers, yet ſeek: 
not to come out of this eſtate, to be drawne out of this pit, 
to get a better aſſurance for heauen then from Adam, and 
euery way to better their accurſed condition by regen 
ration, asthe onely preſcribed remedy for their miſery 
Yea more I maruellnot onely at the children of darkneſſe 
as yet in the power of che deuill®, bur alſo at the children 
of light, whoſe eies are opened, and their feet in ſome mes- 
ſure ſet at liberije, who after their failings in ſome quries 
(as here Exekiab in one) ot commiſſion of ſome ſinne, of 
which perhaps their iudgements are truly informed, yet 
are ſo lethargical and drowſie, and heauie- headed, yea 
heꝛuie - heat ted too, that procraſtinsting and deferri 
their repentance, as the [ewes did the building of their 
Temple *, going big wich their ſinnes, ſome months (as 
Dauid did in two finnes®,) as a woman goes bigge with 
child, till this bleſſed Gracewife repentance, doe _ 
them: 
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them : they make ſmall haſt to meet the Lord, to haue re- 
courſe to the throne of Grace, to make vp the breach by 

y ſorrow; but goe on ſtill, perhaps in the performance 
of ſome good duties, as it ſeemes Dania did, ere Nathan 
and Cad came to him, though heauily and lumpiſhly, as a 
man walkes with a lame leg, or a bird flies with a hanging 
drouping wing. Oh what a ſpurre were this to accelerate 
and haſten repentance with poſting, yea, with winged 
ſpced, to mend our ſnailes pace, and to turne it into an 
Eagles flight, euen che conſideration, of this, that ſinne

with his owne children, as with Exekiah here, and theſe 
df Indak,cc. Now who rightly knowing and laying to 
heart the force and fury of the fire of Gods, wrath, would 
not ſecke to quench it preſently? 


writings and Euidences, will not inſtantly caſt on water, 
all for helpe, beſtirre himſelfe with ſpeed, not delaying a 
minute or moment of time? who wichall being in danger 
of his life, by fire, water, pyrats, theeues, enemies, &c.doth 
not inſtantly, importunately, ery out for helpe, as the diſ- 
als in the toſſed ſhip?, and /eboſophat * in the battle? yea 
who apprehended and in perill to be executed vpon his 
euident fellonies, vpon any hope of a pardon, makes not 
il poſſible ſpced, ſets not all his friends a worke for the 
ng ir, without procraſtination? Oh that we ſhould 
ſo ſenſible to ſecke fo preſent redreſſe in our humane 
miſeries, to ſalue our greateſt extremities; and yet vpon 
ourfellonious ſianing againſt our God, conuicted and 
condemned by the infallible witnelle, and verdict of our 
oyne conſcience, in dainger of the fearfulleſt exccution in 
bell: yet as men ſleeping on the top of the Maſt of the 
*ſhip, or before the very mouth of adiſcharging Cannon 
ſenceleiſe of the dainger, wee make ſuch alle-likeNluggiſh 
pace for preuention.

humbled penitent, ſome ſtraines and notes higher.) I de- 
fire you to remember thus much in the laſt propounded 
point, (pretermitting purpoſely all the reſt). that Ex] 
for the remouall of that wrath which was vpon him, and 
his people, humbles himſelfe, as alſo the inhabitants of 
yaa and Ters/alem from whoſe preſident, according to 
my purpoſe and promiſe, I firſt preſcribe my Penitents 
practice. That a whole Nation, and euery particular man, 
jex euery particular family , and euery ſoule, which is of 
yeares of diſcretion, capable of godly ſorrow for ſin, ought 
to humble themſelues before the Lord in faſting, weeping, 
mourning, &c. in the Church, the familie, tie Oeconomie, 
when the wrath of God is either threatned, or feared or 
felt, according to the proportion of this wrath in the ex- 
tenſion or the limitation of it: for if it hold this humilia- 
ton in a whole nation, then much more in a family, in a 
particular perſon, ſinning or puniſhed for ſinne: neither 
indeed is this precept, calling for practice, any paradox, 
but ſuch as is propt with the pillars of truth, and wants 
not reaſons Theologicall,to confirmeitzbelide many moe 
tuen from Gods owne command, and the practice of his 
Church from time to time, with her members, Firſt for 
Gods command, Jee/as the mouth and meſſage of God, 
fummons all of all ſorts, all finners to this humiliation, e- 
numerating the iudgements of God ypon their lands and 
fields by the deuouring Palmerworme, Locuſt, Canker- 
worme and Caterpiller : hee inuites the drunkards to 
weepe and howle ® like a virgin girded with ſackcloth, b loel Chap.

Conſonancto this p ecept hath been from time to time 
the practice of the daints of God, not onely in a conſtant 
and conſcionable coutſe( omitted now by too many) hum- 
bling cheraſclues for their daily ſlip & tranſgreſſions, but 
more peculiatly in extraordinary humiliations, meeting 
the Lord, as did here Exc liah and the inhabitants of Jeru-

Vt becauſe our nature is ready to poſt off duties, and 

to take that which 1 ſaid in generall to all, as if it be 
longed to none in particular; like ſome maſter that hath 
ofc bis worke neglected, when hee ſpeakes to all his ſe- 
uants at once, becauſe he inioynes not euery one his raske: 
I therefore ſubdiuide this duty iato ſeuerall Branches, 
and cut and carue euery one bis part and portion. 

Firſt chen, we that are Miniſters wee muſt be ring · lea 
ders in the dance of this duty, we muſt tread out firſt theſe 
humble modeſt meaſures, we muſt prologue and beginne 
the firſt Act in theſe penitentiall parts; not onely for our 
owne perſonall priuate ſinnes, which commonly come to 
be publique and publiſhr, as daingerouſly ſcandalous to 
the weake, exemplary to the wicked, offenſive to the 
godly, anda ftumbling-blocke to all; muſt we be hum- 
bled euen to the very duſt, beat as it were euen to powW- 
der, weeping if it were poſſible more bitterly then Peter, 
more abundantly then ſary Magdalen, conſeſſing more 
then Auguſtine a, to God and his ſcandal ed Church, till 
we haue waſfit and wiped away all theſe aſperſions and 
blots which a ſinning life hath caſt vpon ſound and ſin- 
cere doctrine; but euen for the ſinnes of the times mult 
we be humbled, yea the ſinnes of the Land in general d 
the places where, and of the people amongſt whom wee 
liue, muſt be vnto vs as they were to Noah, Lot, Da.
